Study puts Henry County in top half of Kentucky for children

In the Kids Count survey of child 
well being in Kentucky by locality, 

Henry County rated in the top half 
in the state. 

The report issued by Kentucky 
Youth Advocates considered a variety 
of factors, including poverty, high 
school on-time graduation rates, 
reading and math proficiency, chil¬ 
dren in single-parent families and 
more. 

Based on 16 indicators, the report 
gauges Henry at 55 out of 120 coun¬ 
ties in the state. 

Nearby Oldham County had the 
best outcome in the state and ranked 
at the top of the survey. 

“This year’s county data book 
ranks all Kentucky counties on overall 
child well-being and on four domains 
critical to that well-being: economic 
security, education, health, and family

Shelby man 
dies in Sept. 
20 wreck

A 46-year-old Shelbyville man died 
as the result of a Sept. 20 single-vehi¬ 
cle crash on Sulphur Road in Henry 
County, according to information 
from the Kentucky State Police. 

Trooper Brodie Jodry responded to 
a report of the incident at 6:44 p.m. 

Preliminary investigation shows 
that Kenny Andrew was traveling on 
Sulphur Road when his pickup truck 
left the roadway for unknown reasons, 
state police officials report. 

After leaving the roadway, Andrew’s 
vehicle struck a tree. 

Andrew was pronounced dead at the 
scene by the Henry County Coroner. 
The investigating trooper found that 
Andrew was wearing his seatbelt at the 
time of the crash. 

Trooper Jodry found no evidence at

Neuropathy makes every day activities tough for Henry County teen

Though Dalton Puckett, 14, hid 
the discomfort and lack of energy 
he feels from Charcot-Marie-Tooth 
disease from his fellow students, he’s 
decided to reveal the fact during CMT 
Awareness Month this September. 

A freshman at Henry County High 
School, Puckett and his mother, Tina 
Beasley, found out two years ago the 
pain he feels in his legs and arms stems 
from more than just growing pains. 

CMT is a neuropathy that affects 
the peripheral nerve and damages the 
muscles, causing “sensory loss” and 
progressive “muscle weakness and atro¬ 
phy,” according to information pro¬ 


vided by the family. 

There is no cure, so the disease will 
be with him for the rest of his life, 
Beasley said. Puckett often feels stiff 
and sore now, and he is expected to 
lose dexterity in his hands. 

“It keeps me from running and play¬ 
ing as long as other kids — I can’t do 
as much,” Puckett said. “I wake up 
in the middle of the night with leg 
pain. Sometimes my shoulders lock up 
on me, and I won’t be able to move 
them.” 

“Some days, he’ll have really good 
days, and he’ll want to get up and 
do what everybody else is doing, but 
then the next day, he’ll pay for it by 
the muscles being stiff or really sore,” 
she said. “Then, he’ll have to go on a 


steroid, which will loosen his muscles 
down to where he can actually use 
them again.” 

Puckett looks like a normal teen, 
but the combination of the disease 
and the medicines for the neuropathy 
make every day activities challenging, 
like getting to his next class, she said. 
He takes the generic Gabapentin and 
expects to stay on it for the rest of his 
life, among other medicines. 

“For me to get up and walk across 
the room is nothing,” Beasley said. “It 
takes 10 times that energy for him, so 
he wears down so much quicker.” 

Puckett likes riding his bike, fishing 
and feeding his chickens, but he has to 
avoid overexerting himself. 

Puckett can go out and play with his 


friends for 30 minutes but then has to 
rest, relax and cool down, Beasley said. 
“He misses a lot of school but what 
can you do? If he gets up and he can 
barely walk, I’m not going to make 
him go.” 

At a church lock-in, Puckett ran too 
much and later every time he picked up 
his left leg, it felt like there was a knife 
going through it. 

Beasley credited Ben Moreland with 
First You Medical Center with tak¬ 
ing her family’s concerns seriously and 
sending them to Athena Diagnostics 
for genetic testing and referring his case 
to Norton Hospital in Louisville. 

One of the more frustrating things

Sheriff Clarifies 
Salaries 

In response to last 
week’s letter titled, 
“Deputy’s Salary 
Questioned” Sheriff 
Candidate Danny Stivers 
writes “it appears Sheriff 
Danny Cravens changed 
his son’s hourly pay 
scale as a part time dep¬ 
uty sheriff from $12.98 
to $25.31 and no other 
deputy received a pay 
increase during this pay 
period.” He associates 
that change of pay with 
only my son. This dis¬ 
plays his intent to twist 
or distort the truth to 
inflame citizens to gain 
an advantage politically. 
There are two additional 
part time deputies, one 
is currently attending 
the 18-week training 
academy and one who 
will enroll sometime 
in 2015. All part time 
deputies will receive the 
same pay upon graduat¬ 
ing the 18-week training 
academy. 

There was a lack of 
understanding on my 
part of the part time 
program the county 
uses. The county uses 
two types of part time. 
They are part time full 
time and part time on- 
call as needed. The 
differences are part 
time full time works 
every pay period with 
no more than 99 hours 
per month. On-call 
as needed is just that, 
they do not work unless 
called in. The pay rates 
are different. The on- 
call rate is higher. For 
example, the county 
pays on-call CDL part 
time snow plow opera¬ 
tors $30 per hour. 

It was my understand¬ 
ing that I was follow¬ 
ing the county’s lead 
that the higher rate is 
paid based on training 
certification and that’s 
the scale I used to pay 


initially for 7.5 hours of 
service at the higher rate 
per hour. After conver¬ 
sations with Magistrate 
Scott Bates and Judge- 
Executive John Logan 
Brent, I had better 
understanding of the 
part time program and 
in what capacity the 
three part time deputies 
will serve. With this 
information I knew I 
had to change the hour¬ 
ly rates for all three part 
time deputies to cover 
the needs of the county 
and to stay within the 
limits of the budget. I 
have developed a stan¬ 
dard pay scale of $15.01 
for all certified part time 
deputies. 

A leader in part is 
someone with an open 
mind that is always 
listening and evolving 
with change. Someone 
not afraid to make cor¬ 
rections in an attempt 
to provide a fair and 
friendly work environ¬ 
ment and to make sure 
that compensation fits 
the job. As a leader you 
must be willing to sit 
down with employees 
and listen to their con¬ 
cerns as I did within the 
same pay period. I re¬ 
evaluated Rick Nelson’s 
increased responsibilities 
and gave him a justifi¬ 
able raise. 

As Sheriff it is not my 
job to judge people but 
to listen to the people 
and to get all the facts 
of both sides before 
making a decision on 
the next course of 
action. It is easy for a 
person seeking to unseat 
an incumbent to use 
partial information of a 
topic in a manner that 
can reflect in a negative 
way, but when all facts 
are included the entire 
topic can show a more 
accurate account of the 
process that went into 
setting the wages for the 
part time program for 
the Sheriff’s Office.

the report said. “State 
and local leaders can use 
the book to help evalu¬ 
ate what is going well for 
kids and where improve¬ 
ments need to be made.” 

In the different cat¬ 
egories, the Kids Count 
results varied for Henry 
County. 

The report places the 
county at 70 in economic 
security, at 102 in educa¬ 
tion, at 15 in health and 
at 54 in family and com¬ 
munity. 

In economic secu¬ 
rity, citing U.S. Census 
Bureau information, the 
report found that 30 
percent of Henry County 
children live in poverty, 
as compared with 26 per¬ 
cent in Kentucky. 

The median family 
income among house¬ 
holds with children in 
Henry County comes 
in at $44,800 for years 
2008-2012, compared to 
$52,500 in the state. 

“Children born into 
poverty are at greater 
risk of giving birth 
during teen years and 
are less likely to finish 
high school than other 
children,” the report 
explains. “Childhood 
poverty exposes children 
to chronic stress, which 
increases the risk to long¬ 
term mental and physical 
health problems.” 

Oldham County had 
the highest median 
family income for the 
period of 2008 to 2012 
at $99,100, according 
to the report. Martin 
County had the lowest at 
$21,000. 

Report authors noted 
that a little more than 
half of Kentucky’s coun¬ 
ties, 67, had a median 
family income of more 
than 200 percent of the 
federal poverty level for 
a family of four, which is 
$44,226. 

Kentucky’s median 
family income for 
2012 was $51,400, 
while nationwide it was 
$59,500. 

The report notes that 
only 14 states had lower 
median family incomes 
than Kentucky. 

In education, the 
authors report that more 
high school students here 
graduate on time than in 
Kentucky and more kin¬ 
dergarteners are ready to 
go to school. 

The education results 
blend together figures 
from both the Henry 
County and Eminence 
school districts. 

Expressed as “kinder¬ 
garteners not ready to 
learn,” the findings for 
Henry County came in 
at 48 percent and the 
state’s at 51 percent, 
meaning more local stu¬ 
dents are better prepared 
to start school. 

Tim Abrams, Henry 
County schools superin¬ 
tendent, expressed pride 
in these readiness num¬ 
bers, but added that he’s 
not satisfied yet. 

“The Henry County 
Board of Education has 
made a strong commit¬ 
ment to early childhood 
education, providing 
full-day preschool while 
most of the state has half 
day,” Abrams said in an 
email. “This on top of 
a state of the art facility 
and an awesome staff at 
the Henry County Early 
Childhood Center make 
me excited for our early 
childhood program into 
the future.” 

Close cooperation with 
local daycare providers 
through the Preschool 
Pal program, made pos¬ 
sible through a Race to 
the Top grant, also bodes 
well for school readiness, 
Abrams explained. Plus, 
the Community Early 
Childhood Council was 
formed to concentrate on 
kindergarten readiness. 

Children who are pre¬ 
pared to attend school 
early on usually continue 
to have an advantage 
through their elementary 
school years, the report 
noted. 

“High school gradu¬ 
ates earn more than 
those without diplomas, 
contribute more in taxes 
and use public assistance 
less often,” the report 
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Eminence teacher Kelsey Newcomer hands out the assignment to her fourth-grade reading students. 
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says about graduation 
trends. “In turn, failure 
to graduate is associated 
with a lifetime of lower 
wages, poorer health and 
higher rates of incarcera¬ 
tion.” 

Henry County’s 
graduation rate is higher 
than the state average, 
Abrams said. He credits 
that result to high school 
teachers, administrators 
and staff, making HCHS 
an exciting place to learn. 

Henry County also 
provides many advan¬ 
tages, like being able to 
earn college credit before 
graduation, available to 
students. 


“By caring for our stu¬ 
dents, presenting them 
with relevant and person¬ 
alized learning, our stu¬ 
dents are more engaged 
in school than ever,” 
Abrams said. 

But the report also 
finds the numbers of 
Henry County fourth 
graders not proficient in 
reading comes in at 64 
percent, based on 2012- 
13 school year Kentucky 
Performance Rating for 
Educational Progress 
testing results. That’s 
compared to 51 percent 
in the state. 

The Kids Count report 
notes that 64 percent of 


all Kentucky fourth grad¬ 
ers were not proficient 
in reading, compared to 
66 percent nationally, 
according to figures from 
the National Assessment 
of Educational Progress. 

The report also says 
that 67 percent of Henry 
County eighth grad¬ 
ers are not proficient in 
math, while that num¬ 
ber is 55 percent for 
Kentucky, according to 
K-Prep results. 

Only six Kentucky 
counties had more than 
60 percent of eighth 
graders reach math pro¬ 
ficiency, the Kids Count 
report says. 

Henry County con¬ 
tinues to take steps to 
boost math and reading 
tests, and Abrams feels 
confident when the lat¬ 
est round of scores come 
out soon, both areas will 
see improvement. 

Teachers have 
launched reading inter¬ 
ventions and individual¬ 
ized learning opportuni¬ 
ties to help the students 
reach proficiency. 

Eminence Independent 
Schools Superintendent 
Buddy Berry noted while 
tests such as the fourth 
grade reading and eighth 
grade math are important 
mile markers along the 
way, the end results in 
graduating college- and 
career-ready means more 
than the statistics. 

Eminence has a mas¬ 
tery based model, which 
means students don’t 
move on from a subject 
until they grasp it, Berry 
explained. 

“What we really care 
about is how they’re 
doing when they leave,” 
he said about the stu¬ 
dents. Testing results 
“are markers toward the 
final finish line. It’s not 
the finish line.” 

While Eminence stu¬ 
dents do well in reading, 


math proficiency has 
proven to be a national 
challenge. Berry said 
that Eminence put drop¬ 
out prevention fund¬ 
ing toward improving 
elementary student math 
skills. 

Under the health 
category, only 10 per¬ 
cent of children and 
young adults went 
without health insur¬ 
ance in Henry County 
from 2008-2012, while 
Kentucky’s percentage of 
those without reached 13 
percent. 

Henry County expe¬ 
rienced 50.8 teen births 
per 1,000 from 2010 to 
2012. For the same peri¬ 
od, 43.1 teen births per 
1,000 occurred across 
the state were recorded. 

“Teenage childbear¬ 
ing puts two generations 
at risk of not succeed¬ 
ing,” the report explains. 
“Adolescent mothers are 
less likely to receive high 
school diplomas, which 
severely curtails earn¬ 
ing potential, and their 
babies are more like to 
be born prematurely and 
at a low birth weight.” 

Reducing teen preg¬ 
nancies would save the 
state spending on public 
health, child welfare and 
incarceration while at the 
same time increasing tax 
revenues, the Kids Count 
report says. 

Teen births ranged 
from the lowest rate 
in Oldham at 13.6 per 
1,000 females aged 15 
to 19, to the highest of 
86 per 1,000 in Powell 
County, according to the 
report. 

Under family and com¬ 
munity indicators, Henry 
County’s births to moth¬ 
ers without a high school 
degree for 2010 to 2012 
came just a tick less than 
the state’s at 17.9 per¬ 
cent. 

While a healthy start to

life begins in pregnancy, 
maternal smoking dimin¬ 
ishes that good start, the 
report points out. 

“Babies born to moth¬ 
ers who smoked during 
pregnancy are more likely 
to suffer from low birth 
weight and premature 
birth,” the report points 
out. “Infant death and 
sudden infant death syn¬ 
drome (SIDS) are also 
more common when a 
mother smokes, as are 
birth defects such as cleft 
lip and palate.” 

“All parents want what 
is best for their children, 
and we know that smoke 
is bad for kids,” said 
Dr. Bethany Hodge, a 
pediatrician in Louisville, 
quoted in a news release 
from Kentucky Youth 
Advocates issued with 
the Kids Count report. 

Kentucky had the 
highest rate of mothers 
smoking during preg¬ 
nancy at 22 percent, the 
report noted. 

In Henry County, 
the percentage of those 
smoking during pregnan¬ 
cy for 2010-2012 came 
in at 25 percent, accord¬ 
ing to Kids Count. 

Oldham and Jefferson 
were among the lowest 
in the state at less than 
14 percent, while coun¬ 
ties like Clay, Elliot, Lee 
and Owsley saw more 
than 40 percent. 

In the family and com¬ 
munity category, children 
in single-parent families 
from 2008 to 2012 in 
Henry County at 39 per¬ 
cent tops the Kentucky’s 
rate by 8 percentage 
points. 

Comparing Kentucky 
to the United States, 
there wasn’t much dif¬ 
ference in the number of 
single-parent households 
in 2012 — 37 percent in 
Kentucky and 35 percent 
in the nation. 

“Two-parent families 
often have more money 
coming in and more time 
to spend on effective 
parenting than a single 
parent does,” the report 
said. “Children in single- 
parent families are four 
times more likely to live 
in poverty than children 
in two-parent families.” 

The Kids Count report 
praised Kentucky for 
finding “better solutions 
than incarceration for 
holding youth account¬ 
able,” noting the num¬ 
ber of youth put in jail 
declined by more than 
5,500, or 49 percent, 
since 2007. 

Where Kentucky had 
45.1 per 1,000 youth 
ages 10 to 17 locked up, 
Kids Count report that 
Henry County had 6.3 
incarcerated in the juve¬ 
nile justice system per 
1 , 000 . 

The Kids Count report 
provides data, but it 
doesn’t capture many 
quality of life elements 
about living in Henry 
County and Eminence, 
both Abrams and Berry 
said. 

While the Kids Count 
report information can 
be used to help make 
future plans, Abrams 
noted students are much 
more to educators than 
“data points.” 

“We are focused on 
providing a world-class 
education for all students 
in our schools,” Abrams 
said. “Our students 
excel on a daily basis in 
academics, the arts, and 
athletics. Regardless of a 
ranking, Henry County 
is a wonderful place for 
kids to grow and learn 
and become productive 
citizens in our commu¬ 
nity.” 

The Kids Count survey 
tries to quantitatively 
rank Kentucky coun¬ 
ties, but it doesn’t reveal 
things like the variety of 
programs available for 
students, achievements 
reached or parent sat¬ 
isfaction with schools, 
Berry noted. 

Just looking at the 
report, certain items can 
be improved. 

“I wasn’t totally dis¬ 
appointed with 55 out 
of 120,” he said about 
Henry County’s ranking. 
“So, yes, quantitatively, 
we’ve got room to grow. 
Qualitatively, I think the 
citizens are very fortu¬ 
nate to have Eminence 
and Henry County 
schools.” 
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AUTHORITIES WARN AGAINST TRAFFIC LIGHT PHONE SCAM

Don’t fall for the 
phone scam from a caller 
claiming to be a Henry 
County deputy, claiming 
you have an outstanding 
warrant, Sheriff Danny 
Cravens recently warned 
the public. 

Beginning Sept. 17, 
the Henry County 
Sheriff’s Office began 
receiving reports about a 
caller identifying himself 
as Lt. Mark Anthony of 
the “warrants division.” 

“He would tell the 


people he called that they 
were captured by elec¬ 
tronic devices for speed¬ 
ing and that they failed 
to show for court and a 
warrant was issued for 
them,” Cravens said. 

This refers to stoplight 
cameras that take photos 
of vehicles that commit 
traffic violations found in 
bigger cities, the sheriff 
added. Henry County 
does not have any such 
devices. 

The caller then 
instructs the victim to 
go to CVS or Rite Aid 
to post a sum to an elec¬ 


tronic payment service. 
The sheriff has heard 
amounts of $150 and 
$250. 

“If they post this dol¬ 
lar amount then their 
warrant would be lifted 
and their case done away 
with.” 

A similar scam hap¬ 
pened in Oldham County 
earlier this year with the 
same name used. 

This time, the scam 
targeted Henry County 
residents. Cravens said 
people called the sheriff’s 
office to ask if they really 
did have a warrant issued 


for their arrest. 

Investigation of the 
phone number shows it 
comes back to a pre-paid 
phone that’s not regis¬ 
tered to anyone. 

Cravens stressed that 
no law enforcement 
office, court clerk or 
county clerk office would 
call and tell a person to 
pay a fine at a private 
business. That is a sign 
that it’s a scam. 

Any one who received 
a scam call can report the 
criminal activity to the 
sheriff’s office at 845- 
2909.

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pay scale once he got 
more information about 
wages for part-timers 
with certifications from 
Henry County. 

Cravens explained he 
based this decision on 
what he remembered 
the fiscal court handled 
pay for part-time work¬ 
ers who have commercial 
drivers’ licenses and who 
occasionally operate snow 
plows. 

As he recalled, those 
workers got $30 an hour 
in part-time pay. 

But, after talldng to 
Magistrate Scott Bates 
and Judge-Executive 
John Logan Brent, and 
understanding that situa¬ 
tion better, Cravens said 
he’s continued to work 
on establishing a new 
scale for sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment wages. 

The difference between 
the part-time deputies 
and the snow plow driv¬ 
ers is the deputies will 
work every week, where 
the drivers only work on 
an as-needed basis, the 
sheriff said. 

“We do have other 
part-time guys that will 
be going to the academy 
soon and when they 
graduate, we’ve got to 
establish some kind of 
standard,” Cravens said. 

With more information 
from other departments 


and other county offi¬ 
cials, Cravens said he’s 
come up with a “formula 
of a more fair rate” for 
deputies. 

The sheriff’s depart¬ 
ment is going to resort 
to more part-time 
employees for staffing. 

“I’ve got two full-time 
positions that are vacant 
— there’s three part-time 
guys and they’re going 
to fill these two full-time 
positions,” Cravens said, 
“which is going to save 
the county on the ben¬ 
efits, and it will give us 
a little better way to use 
them to cover [shifts].” 

He referred to these 
positions as “part-time/ 
full-time” deputies who 
can work 99 hours a 
month. 

When full-time posi¬ 
tions open up in the 
future, these part-time 
deputies could step into 
those vacancies, the sher¬ 
iff added. He plans to 
hire the third part-time 
deputy some time next 
year. 

Cravens also talked 
about the effort to fill 
the school resource offi¬ 
cer for Henry County 
High School, which 
the sheriff’s office and 
schools plan to revamp 
completely. 

Henry County schools 
will “lease” — as he 
called it — the deputy 
during the school year 
and supply the pay and 
benefits during that time, 
he explained. When 


school’s out, the employ¬ 
ee will patrol the roads 
and answer calls for the 
sheriff’s office. 

Educators want the 
resource officer to work 
school events, which will 
put the deputy at more 
than 40 hours a week, 
Cravens said. The sher¬ 
iff’s office will not pay 
the overtime or the comp 
time for that position any 
longer. 

Candidates from new 
recruits to certified police 
officers with school 
resource officer training 
may apply for the job. 
Cravens expects about 10 
candidates will get inter¬ 
views. 

“I’ve yet to get the 
interview board estab¬ 
lished,” he said. “I’m 
not going to be on the 
interview board. That’s 
going to be up to the 
interview board to make 
a recommendation who 
gets hired.” 

Cravens needs to get 
the pay scale done before 
the interviews start, so 
people can understand 
what they could earn for 
the position, Cravens 
said. He plans to take 
the pay scale to his bud¬ 
get committee to review 
and to make sure it’s fair. 

Cravens handed out 
a document with pro¬ 
posed pay scales in the 
department. It showed 
pay for a deputy who 
has graduated from the 
police academy and fin¬ 
ished training as earning 


$15.01 per hour. 

When he started, the 
sheriff’s office just hired 
full-time employees and 
the pay was the same, 
but that’s changed, 
Cravens said. “I’m just 
trying to make sure it fits 
the budget, somebody’s 
not overpaid, somebody’s 
not underpaid and make 
sure the people are com¬ 
pensated fairly.” 

Two magistrates — 
Bates and Nick Hawkins 
— indicated they did not 
feel comfortable with 
part-time/full-time dep¬ 
uty pay at $25 per hour. 

Hawkins called the 
$25 per hour amount 
“not appropriate,” but he 
felt the new proposal is 
“probably appropriate. ” 

When the fiscal court 
eliminated a full-time 
position by making the 
snow plow drivers part 
time, that saved the tax¬ 
payers a lot of money, 
Hawkins said. 

The idea to make these 
deputy positions part 
time would financially 
benefit Henry County, 
Judge-Executive John 
Logan Brent said. 

“The more part-time 
people the sheriff’s 
department has the bet¬ 
ter off this board is, 
because we’re the ones 
that pay the deputies,” 
Brent said. “The part- 
time salaries come direct¬ 
ly out of his budget, and 
the benefits will be saved 
on ours.”

about the disease, though, 
is how few people know 
about it, she added. 

About two million people 
in the U.S. have it. 

Named after three doc¬ 
tors that first described 
it, the abbreviated ver¬ 
sion of it tends to cause 
jokes. Beasley said even 
a medical professional 
once asked if Puckett 
had “Country Music 
Television disease.” 

The family finds it no 
laughing matter. 

“I just want people to 
understand just because 
you don’t see some¬ 
thing doesn’t mean it’s 
not there,” Beasley said. 
“He’s actually kept this 
from everybody that 
he goes to school with 
except family.” 

Asked what he wants 
people to know about life 
with CMT, Puckett said, 
“There’s nothing differ¬ 
ent about me, that I just 
can’t do as much as they 
can.”

DAMAGED IN BREAK-IN

Vandals recently caused more than $1,000 worth 
of damage to the Eminence schools football field 
concession stand, according to an Eminence Police 
Department report. 

Officer Dustin Hamilton investigated the scene 
where subjects pried open the exterior and interior 
doors at the concession stand. Police believe the inci¬ 
dent occurred sometime between Sept. 6 and 7. 

Lieutenant O.C. Jones suspects the perpetrators are 
likely a group of older teenagers or young adults, not 
students of Eminence Independent Schools. 

“It was probably an act of kids wanting to do some¬ 
thing to get in trouble by being mischievous,” said 
Jones of the motive behind the damage. 

Hamilton found soft drinks taken from the stand 
and scattered along the fence, along with the pried 
open doors. 

Hot dogs and hamburgers were also stolen. 

Fixing the doors and replacing the missing goods 
could cost the schools up to $1,500, according to 
police and Eminence schools officials. 

The school has set a $100 reward for any informa¬ 
tion that will lead to an arrest or conviction for the 
persons responsible. 


ORDINANCE NO. 2014-07 

AN ORDINANCE IMPOSING AD VALOREM 
TAXES FOR THE CITY OF CAMPBELLSBURG, 
KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COMMIS¬ 
SION OF THE CITY OF CAMPBELLSBURG, 
KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS, TO WIT: 

An ad valorem tax on all real estate located 
within the City of Campbellsburg, Kentucky, is 
hereby imposed and shall be taxed at the rate of 
.185 dollars per $100.00 assessed value for the 
tax year 2014. 

An ad valorem tax on personal property/ 
tangible located within the City of Campbellsburg, 
Kentucky, is hereby imposed and shall be taxed 
at the rate of .285 dollars per $100.00 assessed 
value for the tax year 2014. 

An ad valorem tax on motor vehicles and 
watercraft vehicles located within the City of 
Campbellsburg, Kentucky, is hereby imposed 
and shall be taxed at the rate of .242 dollars per 
$100.00 assessed value for the tax year 2014. 

This ordinance shall continue in force from 
year to year unless altered or modified by subse¬ 
quent ordinance. 

All funds paid to the City of Campbellsburg, 
Kentucky, under the above assessment shall be 
used for the general fund of the City of Camp¬ 
bellsburg, Kentucky. 

Taxes levied hereunder shall be due and pay¬ 
able on October 1 following the assessment. Any 
taxpayer who pays taxes assessed hereunder 
before November 1 after they become due in any 
year shall be entitled to a 2% discount thereon. 
Taxes assessed hereunder shall become delin¬ 
quent on January 1 following their due date. Any 
taxes which are not paid by the date when they 
become delinquent shall be subject to a penalty 
of 10% on the taxes due and unpaid; except taxes 
which become delinquent on January 1 shall be 
subject toa penalty of 2% on the taxes due and 
unpaid if paid on or before the last day of Janu¬ 
ary. Taxes paid after the last day of January shall, 
in addition to the above penalty, accrue interest 
at the rate of 1% per month from that due date 
until paid. 

The invalidity of any item or provision of this 
ordinance shall not affect the validity of any other 
item. It is the intention of the City Council of the 
City of Campbellsburg to enact the Ordinance No. 
2014-07 item by item.

Getting a flu vaccination is the best way to protect yourself 


The Flu Vaccine - An 
Insurance Policy for the 
Whole Family 

No, it’s not foolproof 
But an annual flu vaccine 
is a great way to ensure 
against the flu. 

The CDC recom¬ 
mends everyone six 
months and older get 
a flu vaccine each year. 
It’s designed to protect 
against the three or four 
flu viruses most likely to 
cause illness during the 
upcoming flu season. 1 

For most people, a flu 
vaccine can protect you 
throughout the flu sea¬ 
son, which typically lasts 
from October to May. 
The best policy? Get vac¬ 
cinated as soon as the 
vaccine becomes avail¬ 
able, ideally in October. 1 

For young kids. The 
Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
(CDC) suggests the nasal 
spray vaccine for healthy 
children ages 2 through 
8. For young children,

it may work better than 
the flu shot (and be a 
little less scary, too). But 
if it’s not available early 
in the flu season, don’t 
wait. Go ahead with the 
flu shot. 1 

Remember: even 
healthy children are at 
risk of flu complications 
that are serious enough 
to land them in the hos¬ 
pital. Signs of pneumonia 
include chest pain and 
fast, difficult breathing. 2 

If you’re pregnant. 

In recent years, several 


studies have shown that 
the flu vaccine is safe 
and effective, no matter 
your stage of pregnancy. 
The flu shot protects 
both you and your baby. 
In fact, it is much more 
dangerous not to be vac¬ 
cinated. 

In addition to pneu¬ 
monia, the flu can lead 
to premature labor and 
other complications. 

If you’re pregnant, just 
given birth, or are breast¬ 
feeding, however, don’t 
get the live (nasal mist) 
vaccine. You should have 
an inactivated version 
instead. 3 

If you’re over 65. As 
you age, the flu vaccine 
may not last as well as it 
does in younger, health¬ 
ier people. If you’re over 
65 or have a weaker 
immune system, you 
may not create as many 
antibodies. And, your 
antibody levels may drop 
more quickly. 1 

A recent study has 


found that a high-dose 
flu shot is more effective 
in seniors than the stan¬ 
dard dose. Approved for 
people 65 and older, the 
Fluzone High-Dose vac¬ 
cine contains four times 
as much as the standard 
dose. With its use, the 
researchers believe that 
about 25 percent of flu 
cases in seniors could be 
prevented. 4 

The CDC doesn’t 
recommend this vaccine 
for all seniors, though. 

Be sure to talk with your 
doctor or me to see if it’s 
right for you or someone 
your love. 

Where to get a flu 
vaccine. You can always 
see your doctor or visit 
Bluegrass Drug Center in 
Campbellsburg, as well as 
other pharmacies.

Other ways to stay

The events will be 
Sunday, Sept. 28, 2 to 4 
p.m., at each of the seven 
Baptist Health hospitals: 
Louisville, La Grange, 
Lexington, Richmond, 
Corbin, Paducah and 
Madisonville. 

Each location will hold 
drawings to give away 
an iPad and a Fitbit® to 
lucky winners, and each 
will have a photo booth 
to capture family photos. 

The public is invited to 
join the Baptist Health 
family to enjoy cake, 
share stories and remi¬ 
nisce. 

As part of the anniver¬ 
sary celebration, anyone 
born in a Baptist hospital 
or otherwise wanting to 
share their story about 
Baptist Health is encour¬ 
aged to do so online by 
visiting http://www.

The anniversary 
events commemorate 


the opening of the 
original Kentucky Baptist 
Hospital in Louisville in 
1924. 

“A lot has changed 
since then,” said Baptist 
Health CEO Stephen 
Hanson. “But our mis¬ 
sion remains the same: 
to help our communi¬ 
ties stay healthier. With 
your support, we look 
forward to serving our 
communities for another 
90 years.” 

As the state’s largest 
health system, Baptist 
Health performs one in 
five open heart surgeries, 
treats one in four new 
cancer patients, and helps 
welcome one in four 
babies in Kentucky. 

It also serves thou¬ 
sands of patients outside 
its hospital walls each 
year - through physi¬ 
cian practices, home care 
visits, urgent care centers 
and other outpatient ser¬ 
vices. 

The Baptist Health 
system includes more 
than 2,100 licensed hos¬ 
pital beds and more than 
15,000 employees. 

In addition to the 
system-wide activi¬ 
ties, Baptist Health La 
Grange will have a special 


visit from Petunia the 
Clown and a baby photo 
video celebrating the 
employees, their children 
and grandchildren who 
are Baptist Health babies. 

“It’s exciting to be a 
part of the largest health¬ 
care system in the state 
- one that had its start 
90-years ago,” said Chris 
Roty, president of Baptist 
Health La Grange. 
“Being a part of a larger 
system allows us to bring 
even more services and 
care to members of the 
communities we serve. I 
hope many of those indi¬ 
viduals will come out on 
September 28 to help us 
celebrate.” 

The first seeds for 
Baptist Health were 
planted in the 1890s, 
when Baptist leaders 
in Kentucky began dis¬ 
cussing plans to build a 
modern hospital as an 
extension of Christian 
ministry. 

Talk turned to action 
in 1917, when the 
General Association of 
Baptists in Kentucky 
appointed the Rev. Dr. 
M.P. Hunt to raise funds 
to start construction. 

On Nov. 15, 1924, 
the 150-bed Kentucky 


Baptist Hospital opened 
on the old Hutchings 
estate at Barret Avenue 
and DeBarr Street, just 
south of Broadway and 
to the east of downtown 
Louisville. The hospital 
was built at a cost of 
approximately $600,000 
- half of which was bor¬ 
rowed. 

In a newspaper 
account of the time, Dr. 
J. Rice Cowan, president 
of the Kentucky Medical 
Society, congratulated 
the Baptists on their 
work, saying: “This 
building will stand as a 
memorial of the great 
Baptist organization, but 
its purpose and mission 
will commemorate the 
teaching of the Man of 
Nazareth in a monument 
more lasting than bronze 
or stone.” 

Two days later the first 
four patients were admit¬ 
ted to the new hospital. 

These were the days 
when life expectancy 
averaged 57 years, and 
well before federal pri¬ 
vacy rules, and The 
Louisville Times felt no 
constraints in publishing 
those patients’ names 
and the reasons they 
were admitted (one for 


observation and rest; two 
for X-rays and one for an 
operation on his foot.) 

The first baby was 
born on Nov. 26 - a girl, 
the daughter of the Rev. 
J.C. Wells and his wife, 
Willie. 

In 1918 Dr. Hunt 
explained why a Baptist 
hospital was needed, 
writing, “First - without 
a hospital of our own, 
the desired social impact 
of the Baptist message 
is impossible. Preaching 
without practice at this 
point in the light of our 
modern day civilization 
glaringly exhibits our 
weakness as touching a 
practical application of 
our gospel and shames 
our boasted orthodoxy.” 

The system began to 
form after the opening 
in 1953 of the 117-bed 
Western Baptist Hospital 
in Paducah and in 1954 
of the 173-bed Central 
Baptist Hospital in 
Lexington. In 1968, the 
three hospitals joined 
formally when they 
formed Baptist Hospitals 
Inc. 

The hospital now 
known as Baptist Health 
Corbin opened in 
1986 as a replacement 


facility for the former 
Southeastern Kentucky 
Baptist Hospital. 

Originally known as 
Tri-County Community 
Hospital, Baptist Health 
La Grange joined the 
Baptist family in 1992. 
Trover Health System 
in Madisonville joined 
the Baptist family in 
September 2012 and 
is now called Baptist 
Health Madisonville. 

Madison County’s 
Pattie A. Clay Regional 
Medical Center, found¬ 
ed in 1892, officially 
joined the Baptist sys¬ 
tem in 2012 and was 
renamed Baptist Health 
Richmond. 

For many years 
the Kentucky Baptist 
Hospital School of 
Nursing operated 
alongside the original 
Highlands hospital, 
before closing its doors 
in 1983. 

The original hos¬ 
pital closed in 1989 
and consolidated with 
Baptist Hospital East 
(now Baptist Health 
Louisville), which opened 
in 1975 on Kresge Way 
at Breckenridge Lane.

For the past 100 
years, the University of 
Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service has 
helped families gain 
knowledge and skills 
related to personal 
health. 

As a result of educa¬ 
tional programs, clientele 
are better prepared to 
make beneficial lifestyle 
choices. 

Early programs in 
Extension focused on 
improving personal 
health through proper 
food handling and 
storage and personal 
hygiene. 


Today, county exten¬ 
sion agents for family 
and consumer sciences 
provide programs that 
address a variety of 
chronic and acute health 
conditions. 

One target issue is 
ovarian cancer awareness. 

Ovarian cancer is often 


referred to as a silent 
killer as women may 
experience only mild 
symptoms. 

Based on histori¬ 
cal data, the American 
Cancer Society expects 
that more than 21,900 
new cases of ovarian can¬ 
cer will be diagnosed in 


2014. 

Early detection is a 
key to increasing survival 
rates as ovarian cancer 
responds best to treat¬ 
ment in its early stages. 

Across Kentucky, fam¬ 
ily and consumer sciences 
extension agents part¬ 
ner with the Kentucky 
Extension Homemakers 
Association to increase 
awareness of ovarian 
cancer symptoms and to 
promote the UK Ovarian 
Cancer Screening 
Research Program. 

Through a partnership 
established in 1977, the 
KEHA has raised more 


than $1.2 million to sup¬ 
port the research and 
screening program. 

KEHA’s work to 
address ovarian cancer 
was initiated by the late 
Virginia McCandless, 
a former KEHA health 
chairman who lost her 
battle with ovarian cancer 
in 1981. 

McCandless worked 
with Dr. John Van 
Nagell, gynecologic 
oncologist with UK 
Healthcare, to establish 
the UK Ovarian Cancer 
Research Fund and to 
implement education 
and fundraising through 


KEHA in 1977. 

The emphasis remains 
strong within the organi¬ 
zation, and KEHA mem¬ 
bers annually contribute 
more than $40,000 to 
the program.

Fall has arrived - grazing days are numbered 


As we drift into fall, 
with shorter days and 
cooler temperatures, it is 
a good time for livestock 
producers to be thinking 
about strategic use of all 
the forage resources on 
the farm. 

While everyone plans 
and hopes to have 
enough stored hay for 
the winter season, it is 
helpful to remember that 
every day grazing is one 
less day we have to feed 
hay. 

Most farms have a vari¬ 
ety of forages available 
now, some of which actu¬ 
ally grow well in these 
cooler days, but there are 
some which don’t take 
cold weather well. 

In planning your graz¬ 
ing scheme, it is wise to 
utilize all the warm sea¬ 
son grasses now, before 
the first chance of frost. 

Sorghum Sudans, 
Johnsongrass, and mil¬ 
lets will frost and freeze 
out quickly, losing quality 
also. 

Many of these grasses 
also have the complica¬ 
tion and danger of prus¬ 
sic acid poisoning as 
frosts occur, so get them 
cleaned up before first 
frost. 

Next on the list should 
be the fields with good 
amounts of clovers. 

Once cold weather hits.

it seems the leaf material 
just melts away. 

Once we get into early 
November, alfalfa fields 
can be cleaned up. 

If you have access to 
corn stubble, some good 
early winter picking for 
cows is available there. 

After cleaning all these 
other fields, this should 
leave only orchardgrass, 
bluegrass and fescue 
based pastures. 

Clean up the orchard- 
grass and bluegrass first, 
and leave the fescue till 
last. 

Fescue has an amazing 
ability to hold both its 
dry matter and quality 
well into the winter. 

Since all these graz¬ 
ing areas are not going 
to regrow in the late fall 
and early winter, you can 
graze them pretty short. 

Strip grazing is a nice 
way to get good utiliza¬ 
tion. 

Electric polywire can 
be used very effectively at 
this time.
